"I'S GOT 10 BE DONE,” 
SAYS ALDERMAN BEUTELL 


“Unless the Tax Rate Is In- 
creased the City Will Be 
Poverty Stricken Next 
Year,” Declares Alderman 
Candler—Proposed Increase 
Will Net $250,000 Annually. 


The first definite and sweeping step 
in the direction of in¢reasing the city’s 
tax rate was taken Wednesday after- 
noon, when the finance committee, by a 
vote of 3 to 2, decided to reeommend 
to council that the city’s tax rate be 
increased one-quarter of a cent—from 
i464 to i% per cent.

City Will Be Poverty-Stricken,

Increase eof $250,000. 

The increase, according to Councilman 
Amorous. will mean an additional reve-~ 
nue next year of at least $250,000, and, 
judging from the statement he made 
before the vote was taken, there seemed 
no other way out of a perplexing finan- 
clal difficulty. 

“At the greatest, our unanticipated re- 
cefpts this year,’ said Councilman Amor- 
ous, ‘“‘wil] not exceed $70,000, counting 
everything. [ have figures here to 
show that our unanti@pated expendi- 
tures have reached already more than 
$90,000. How we are to get through the 
year without a deficit, is a question 
mighty hard to handle. 

‘The waterworks department has just 
been appropriated $10,000 for repairing 
pumps. The~Grady hospital spent, in 
the first three months of the year, half 
of the appropriation made for the year 
for provisions. It will take $25,000 more 
than was anticipated to carry the hos- 
pital through the year. Edgewood is 
costing lots more money than was 
counted on, and it’s going to cost about 
$10,000 to get the necessary data for 
the tax books in the territory to be add- 
ed in i910. 

“Simply Up Against It.” 

“We're just simply up against it.” 

At first, the wail of the chairman of 
the finance committee sounded like the 
reguiar annual how! of calamity, raised 
for the purpose of keeping off too many 
requests for appropriations, but when 
Councilman Amorous added to these fig- 
ures the additional information that the 
city will need about $112,000 more next 
year for a sinking fund for the proposed 
$1,500,000 bond issue, the committee sat 
up and took decided notice. 

The final upshot of the whole matter 
was the vote to increase the tax rate. 
The proposition will come before coun- 
cil in the shape of a resolution, request- 
ing the legislature to make the neces- 
sary charter amendment, and the big 
fight on the proposition will be made 
before council. 

In the meantime, the tax committee 
is considering also two suggestions by 
Aiderman Grant-—one to double the 
street tax, and the other to provide a 
special tax for all kinds of vehicles.

Sentence a “Travesty on Jus- 
tice” Says Governor 


Therefore He Disapproved the | 


Finding of Court-Martial 
Fining Two Soldiers $25 
Each for Firing Their Guns 
From Moving Train. 


yovernor Smith yesterday § disap- 
proved the finding of the court-martia! 
which sat in Savannah last fall, and 
sentenced Musictan Lamar Keller and 
Private J. Ward Sipple to pay fines of 
$25 each for firing their guns from the 
rear of a train, on the ground that they 
punishment was totally inadequate to 
the offense, and that to elet it stand 
would be a “travesty on justice.” 

These two were supposed to be the 
leaders among a number of members 
of troop A, First squadron of cavalry, 
who engaged in firing blan« cartridges 


from their guns while returning to 
Savannah from the encampment at 
Chickamauga park. The firing took 
place at several points between Atlanta - 
and Macon, on the Southern railway, 
and a negro track hand was wounded 
in the arm by one of the shots. 

Governor Smith in his order, drawn 
fn military form, approves the proceed- 
ings of the court and the finding as 
to the first specification and charge, to 
the effect that the men did the shoot- 
ing. 

The balance of the court’s finding he 
disapproves in toto, because he con- 
siders, in view of the gravity of the’ 
offense, that the punishment amounts 
to no more than a farce. 

The Governor’s Order. 
Governor Smith's order is as follows: 
“Executive Office, Atlanta, Ga., May 5, 

1909.—-The proceedings in the forego- 
ing cases of Musician Keller and Pri- 
vate J. Ward Sipple, of troop A, First 
squadron of cavalry, national guard of 
Georgia, are approved. 

“After careful consideration of the 
evidence in each case, it is the opinior 
of the reviewing authority that the 
sentence awarded for the offense of 
which the accused were found guilty, 
and also allowing for any implied 
sanction through failure of officers 
sooner to interfere, is considered to be 
so insignificant in comparison with the 
punishment provided by the penal code 
of Georgia for similar civil offense, as 
to make it a mere travesty on justice, 
if approved. In view of the foregoing, 
the reviewing authoritv feels con- 
strained to disapprove all of the find- 
ings except as to the first specification 
and the charge which latter are ap- 
proved, and to disapprove of the sen- 
tence as wholly inadequate to the 
maintenance of discipline. 

“Musician Keller and Private Sipple 
will, therefore, be at once released from 
arrest and restored to duty.

KEHOE PUT ON TRIAL 
IN THE SUGAR CASE 


He Is Charged With Under- 
Weighing 5,000 Bags of 


Sugar. 


New York, May 5.—Crimina) proceed- 
ings, as an outgrowth of the govern- 
ment's suit against the American Sugar 
Refining company, which resulted in 
disclosures of wholesale under-weighing 
of sugar imports, were begun by the 
federal authorities here today. 

Thomas Kehoe, for many years a 
checker on the docks of the company 
in Brookivn, was placed under arrest, 
charged with being one of the men who 
took part in fraudulent manipulation of 
the scales, as a result of which the 
American Sugar Refining company re- 
cently paid to the government $2,134,- 
000 in back duties. 

The arrest of Kehoe followed the 
finding of an indictment charging him 
with entering and weighing at less than 
their true weight, on September 17, 1907, 
5,000 bags of molasses sugar. 

Through his counsel, Kehoe pleaded 
not.guilty when arraigned before Unit- 
ed” States Commissioner Morle, waived 
examination and gave $2,500 bail for 
his appearance on May /2 before the 
United States court in Manhattan. 

Kehoe ia the man who, according to 
government witnesses, in the sugar sult, 
was caught in November, 1907, actually 
using a fraudulent spring on the scales 
of the sugar company in Brooklyn. 
Other witnesses testified to having 
caught him tampering with the scales 
at various periods between 1906 and the 
time he was finally detected by Govern- 
ment Agent Parry, in !907. ~

vors an Income Tax Only as 
a Last Resort in the Tariff 
Schedule.

the adjournment of the special ses- 
congress before June 15 or 
July 1, seem to have vanished. This 
conclusion has been reached by the 
president as a result of recent talks 
with senators and representatives and 
he made it known today. 

The senate is not making the, head- 
way with the Aldrich measure that 
was expected and before the new 
tariff law can be presente@ to the 
president for his action, there must 
ensue a long conference between the 
representatives of the two houses of 
congress, 

Among those who have followed the 
trend of important legislation on the 
tariff, there is a belief that the 
real tariff revision bill remains to 
be framed in conference. Whatever 
influence President Taft feels he can 
bring to bear in securing a satisfac- 
tory measure will be exerted upon the 
conferees. 

The president is still hopeful that 
the revenue to be derived from the 
new bill, with economics in the admin- 
istration of the government, will prove 
sufficient to prevent a deficit... If it 
should be shown, however. that the 
government finances are in need of 
further support to meet the current ex- 


sion of 


penditures, the president will adhere 


to his original proposition that a 
graduated federal inheritance tax is 
the most just that could be levied and 
would prove the easiest to collect. If 
such a tax should not prove a suf- 
ficient to meet the necessities of the 
government, or it if it should not ap- 
peal to the majority of congress, the 
president favors as an additional means 
of collecting revenue, the imposition 
of an excise tax on the dividends of 
corporations. An Income tax. he be- 
lieves, and always has believed, should 
be levied only as a last resort.

“hvpothetical’’ day at the Hains trial. 
For nearly two hours the jury listened 
to the reading of the hypothetical ques- 
tion, containing more than 10,000 words, 
as propounded by the defense, upon 
which three alienists are to predicate 
their opinion of the menta) condition of 
the defendant, Captain Peter C. Hains, 
when he shot and killed William LE. 
Annis at the Bayside Yacht Club. 

During the cross-examination of the 
first alienist, Dr, L. Samuel Manson, 
forms of insanity ranging from ordi- 
niary melancholia to the ravings of a 
hopeless lunatic were discussed. The 
jury and every one but the witness at 
times appeared to be lost in the weird 
maze of psychical phenomena. 

In answer to the hypothetical 
tion, which covered the actions 
speech of the defendant, tending to show 
irrationality as put in evidence, Dr. 
Manson declared that Captain 
was suffering from “impulsive insanity’ 
at the time he killed Annis. He had 
been the victim of “manic depressive 
insanity’’ from the day on which his 
wife, Claudia, is alleged to have con- 
fessed to him of her relations with An- 
nis up to the time of the shooting.

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MIND AT PEACE 
AFTER KILLING 


Expert Says Hains Was Impul- 
sively Crazed by Hearing 
Name of Annis and ‘“Quies- 
cence of Mind’? Only Came 
After He Fired Fatal Shots. 


~ 


Flushing, N. Y., May 5.—This was 
“hypothetical” day at the Hains trial. 
For nearly two hours the jury listened 
to the reading of the hypothetical ques- 
tion, containing more than 10,000 words, 
as propounded by the defense, upon 
which three alienists are to predicate 
their opinion of the menta) condition of 
the defendant, Captain Peter C. Hains, 
when he shot and killed William E&. 
Annis at the Bayside Yacht Club. 

During the cross-examination of the 
first alienist, Dr. LL. Samuel Manson, 
forms of insanity ranging from ordti- 
niary melancholia to the ravings of a 
hopeless lunatic werg discussed. The 
jury and every one but the witness al 
times appeared to be lost in the weird 
maze of psychical phenomena. 

In answer to the hypothetical 
tion, which covered the actions 
speech of the defendant, tending to show 
irrationality as put in evidence, 
Manson declared that Captain 
was suffering from “impulsive insanity” 
at the time he killed Annis. He had 
been the victim of “manic depressive 
insanity’’ from the day on which his 
wife, Claudia, is alleged to have con- 
fessed to him of her relations with An- 
nis up to the time of the shooting. 

‘Manic depressive insanity,’ 
alienist explained, was a form of stu- 
porous melancholia, subject ‘to ‘“‘violent 
maniacal outbursts,” such as 
Hains is alleged to 
when he shot Annis. The period 
“impulsive insanity,” the witness said, 
lasted from the time the defendant first 
heard the name of Annis mentioned on 
the Bayside Yacht Club float until the 
last of the eight bullets had been dis- 
charged into the body of his victim, 

Then, according to the alienist, a re- 
lieving “quiescence of mind’ from ‘‘the 
pent-up fury” followed, and the defend- 
ant lapsed into a state of ‘“‘manic de- 
pressive insanity.’ His mental condi- 
tion had improved since that time, he 
added. 

Dr. Manson was on the witness stand 
under cross-examination when court ad- 
journed for the day. Two other alien- 
ists will be called, by the defense.

Sive one and, once entered into, would 
involve rate adjustments of \great 
magnitude. 

The railroads declared the 23-cent rate 
to Atlanta was lower than the rate 
precribed by the commission, and was 
reasonable and just. 

The granting of lower rates to the 
ports by the transportation companies 
had resulted in the development «of 
many manufacturing enterprises in 
Georgia and other parts of the south, 
which could net otherwise well exist, 
they said,

much to get port rates as to cause a 
reduction in the interstate rates.

C, ‘Payne, filed an answer in which it 
stated that the |3-cent rate to the ports 
on special iron was granted at its re- 
quest several years ago tn order to en- 
able the manufacturer here to com- 
pete with Pittsburg at points near the 
Georgia ports. 

The removal of the advantage of 
$9.20 per ton which Atlanta now has 
over Pittsburg would, it was stated, 
practically destroy the Atlanta com- 
pany’s profits and would drive it out 
of business. 

It was declared unfair to try to create 
water competition at Atlanta where it 
Goes not exist. 

The method which the transporation 
companies had adopted to build up the 
manufacturing industries in the south 
by giving them lower rates to the 
ports, it was declared, should be en- 
couraged by the railroad commission, 
as it had helped’ to build up this sec- 
tion, e 

In answering the coffee rate petition, 
the Southern railway stated that the 
coffee rates from the ports, both to At- 
lanta and to Nashvilla were useless 
rates because no coffee is imported 
through these ports. 

J. Lindsay Johnson, of Rome, pre- 
sented a letter to the commission, 
signed by J. B. McCartney, secretary of 
the Rome Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, in which a protest was 
made against the granting of port 
rates, and declaring the reductions 
would hinder rather than help south- 
ern industries. 

Mr. Wimbish Opens His Case. 

W. A. Wimbish, attorney for the Beck 
& Gregg Hardware Company and the 
McCord-Stewart Company, said the 
jurisdiction of the commission en- 
tertain these petitions had not been 
challenged. Had it been, he said, he 
would be abundantly prepared to up- 
hold it. Rates from the Georgia ports 
to interior points in the state, on 
products brought from the east to the 
ports and reshipped to the interior, are 
ecleariv subject to the jurisdiction of 
the commission, as the courts have 
held. 

Mr. Wimbish 


to 


said he proposed to 
show that these rates from the ports 
.to the interior of the state are not 
made because they are just and reason- 
able. and afford a fair return on invest- 
ment, but that thev are made for the 
soie purpose of protecting the all-rail 
rates from the east into Georgia and 
the southeast. 

“The ports are entitled to a reason- 
able water competition: we cliaim we 
are also entitled to it, plus a reason- 
able rate from the ports to the in- 
terior,’ Mr. Wimbish said. He said 
the water lines were as much shut out 
from competition as though they were 
on land, because the rail lines wil] 
mot exchange business with them un- 
less they join in the rail tariffs. There- 
fore, he said, water competition prac- 
tically no longer exists. 

There ts no other part of the country 


except the southeast, he said, where 
the rates are not modified as the result 
of water competition. 

“Nashville is twice as far from the 
ports as is Atlanta, yet the very water 
competition that is denied us is re- 
flected in the Nashville rates.” 

Fare Better Than Atlanta. 

Mr. Wimbish stated that practically 
the same was true of Knoxville. 
Lynchburg and Roanoke get far better 
rates from Norfolk than Atlanta does 
from Savannah, though the distance 
is approximately the same. The Vir- 
ginia cities get the benefit of water 
competition; Atlanta and other Georgia 
cities get no benefit from their prox- 
imity to the sea, because of the fact 


that the railroads make the port rates 
to protect their rates from the east. 
Thus, Mr. Wimbish declared, Alanta 
and other points in Georgia are unable 
to compete on many products with 
other points in southeastern territory 
which are more highly favored 

“We are asking a car-load rate of 
i5 cents per hundred on green coffee 
from Savannah and Brunswick to At- 
lanta,”” Mr. Wimbish said, “and we do 
not ask that the present any quantity 
rate of 3§°cents be disturbed.” 

“Mr. Wimbish said he would show the 
present rate was made to protect the 
unreasonably high rates from New 
York into the southeast. Because of 
these rates, other points are able to 
come into Atlanta's territory and un- 
dersell the Atlanta dealers. Such a 
system, he declared, is wrong. Under 
an adjustment similar to that which 
Atianta now asks, New Orleans has 
built up practically from nothing one 
of the most extensive coffee markets 
of the world. 

‘Under favorable rate conditions from 
the ports, Mr. Wimbish said, Savannah 
would likewise become a large coffee 
port; nothing but unfavorable rates 
now keep it away. He could see no 
reason why coffee should be first 
shipped to New York and then back 
right to the doors of the Georgia ports. 
As to the 23-cent rate on special iron, 
Mr. Wimbish declared it was maintain- 
ed solely to protect the Pittsburg rate 
into Atlanta. He said he proposed to 
show that !3 cents was a fair and 
reasonable rate under which the rail- 
roads could earn a fair return. 


Fair Return to Roads. 
revenue on a car 
40,000 pounds, from Sa- 
Vannah to Atlanta, at !3 cents, Mr. 
Wimbish said, would be $52, whereas 
the records of the Central of Georgia 
show that the average car revenue for 
the same haul! is only $22.95. The 13- 
cent rate would vield more than double 
the average. 

It is impossible, with the present 
high rates, for the Atlanta merchants 
to compete with those of other cities. 
Chattanooga and Knoxville can come 
within 30 miles of Atlanta and under- 
sell the merchants of this city.

Position as to Steel Company. 

“If we believed the reduction we ask- 
ed would destroy or seriously injure 
the Atlanta Steel Works,’ Mr. Wim- 
bish said, “we would be disposed to 
withdraw our petition.” 

Mr. Wimbish said not the Pittsburg 
rate, but the Ironton, Ohio, rate is the 
basis. The rate from [Ironton to At- 
lanta ig 36 cents; the combination on 
Pittsburg and Savannah would be 335. 
The Atlanta Steel Works has been 
competing right alone with the 36-cent 
rate from Ironton; therefore it is not 
apparent how the [O-cent reduction 
from Savannah to Atlanta can affect 
that company. 


Might Go Out of Business. 

“If the Atlanta Steel Company cannot 
live without a protective duty of $9.20 
a ton; if the people of Georgia are to 
be taxed to that extent to keep this 
industry up, then, while my sympathy 
goes out to the gentlemen who have 
invested their money in this enterprise, 
in the interest of the people of the 
state, this company ought to go out of 
business.” 


Hudson en Coffee Rate. 
E. M. Hudson, of the McCord-Stewart 


‘Co., was the first witness sworn by Mr. 


Wimbish. He made a general statement 
as to the company's business. Among 
other things it roasts and ‘sells about 
6.500 bags of coffee a year in Georgia, 
Alabama and South Carolina. There is 
consumed in and distributed by Atlanta 
about 88 cars, ef 40,000 pounds, a year. 
Not ten per cent of the amount consum- 
ed in this territory is distributed by 
the Atlanta roaste:s. The Georgia con- 
sumer, he said, was supplied by roasters 
in other states, because they have far 
more favorable than the rates given the 
Georgia roasters. He showed how the 
Nashville roasters, for instance, can get 
their green coffee, roast it and ship it 
to points in Georgia, at anywhefe from 
3 to 8 cents per hundred pounds less 
than it costs the Atlanta rogster. At- 
lanta’s average rate is 34 cents on an 
average ,mileage of {80 miles, while 
Nashville has an average rate of 44 
cents on an average mileage of 400 
miles. Nashville has an inbound rate

How About the Consumer? 

Commissioner Hill asked Mr. Hudson 
if the McCord-Stewart Co. would, with 
the lower freight, sell coffee any cheap- 
er to their customers and to the con- 
sumers? 

Mr. Hudson replied that the company 
would not. A difference of 20 cents 
per 100 pounds is only one-fifth of a 
cent a pqund, and coffee is not sold to 
consumers by fifths of a cent. But it 
ought, he said, result in the roaster se]l- 
ing certain grades half a cent cheaper 
to the retailer, and as a result of that 
the retailer might sell a cent cheaper to 
the ultimate consumer, thuq giving him 
the benefit of five times the original re- 
duction. But the lower rate would ben- 
efit the people in many other ways, Mr. 
Hudson said, by building up the indus- 
try and bringing in new workmen, 


Not an Experiment. 


Chairman McLendon precipitated quite 
a discussion by the question ag to 
whether the low rate asked was not an 
experiment? 

Mr. Wimbish said, not at all; they 
were not trying to experiment with the 
railroads. 

“Give us the rate and we are satis- 
fied the business will come through Sa- 
vannah. If it is not a reasonabie and 
fair rate, we ought not to have it,” 
Mr. Wimbish said. 

“T will say further,"’ said Mr.

Mr. Parker presented a series of fig- 
ures to show that as a result of the 
present rates, it is practically impos- 
sible for his company to compete with 
other points on special fron: “products 
beyond a radius of 30 miles around At- 
lanta. Chattanooga can ship special 
iron to Cartersville, for instance, at a 
considerably lower rate tran can At- 
lanta. The same was true, he said, as 
to points beyond a 30-mile radius on 
other railroad lines. : 

Mr. Parkeriemphatically declared that 
the reduction in the port rate on spe- 
cial iron would benefit the consumer. 
‘All freight rate reductions ultimately 
and invariably benefit the consumer,” 
Mr. Parker declared. 

Mr. Parker said that the Ironton, Ohio, 
rate, rather than the Pittsburg rate, 
was the basis for special iron rates tn 
this territory. The rate from Ironton 
to Atlanta is 36 cents: the reduction 
in the port rate would equalize the 
Ironton rate. 

Mr. Parker said his firm had bought 
special iron products in Atlanta on the 
basis of the Ironton rate of 36 cents, 
but not openly. 

“Why not openly?” asked Mr. 
bish.

burg. They buy mostly from the At- 
lanta Stee! Company. preferring to pat- 
ronize a home industry where pritces 
are the same. 

Mr. Parker dij not think the com- 
mission, in reducing the rate from Sa- 
vannah to Atlanta, would necessarily 
have to reduce the rates from Savan- 
nah to Barnesville, Griffin, Jonesboro 
and other near-by local points. 

Interstate Question Again. 

Mr. Wimbish made a few remarks to 
the effect that if the petitioners 
showed 13 cents from Savannah to At- 
lanta was a reasonable and compensatl- 
ing rate, then the commission should 
grant it. 

“Do you think the commission is 
bound by or should be gyided by the 
decisi@ns of the interstate commerce 
commission in matters of this kind?’ 
Chairman McLendon asked. 

“You are no more bound by thetr 
decisions in acting on interstate rates 
than they are bound by yours in act- 
ing on interstate rates,’”’ Mr. Wimbish 
said. ° 
Mr. Wimbish further stated that he 
in no sense took the position that the 
rate from Savannah to Atlanta shourd 
be 13 cents solely because that was the 
rate in the other direction. 

Mr. Green asked if, after the reduc- 
tions were made as asked, and there 
followed a general readjustment of 
rates so that they remained rbélatively 
the same as at present, but $2 a ton 
lower, Mr. Parker’s firm would be able 
to increase its business. 

“Not unless the discriminations were 
removed,” Mr. Parker replied. 

Mr. Green sought to show the reduc- 
tion of $2 a ton would simply be a dead 
loss to the railroads without benefit- 
ing anyone, because the readjustment 
of rates that would follow would leave 
conditions just as they Aare at present. 
The hearing was adjourned until 9:30 
this morning, when Mr. Payne prom- 
ised to ask Mr. Parker some interest- 
ing questions for an hour or more.

Culberson Reads Some Figures 
to Senate Furnished by 
Treasury Expert—Aldrich 
Attempts to Explain Why 
Increases Have Been Made. 


—————_ 


Washington, May 5.—Statements 
were made to the Senate late today 
by Senator Aldrich, representing the 
finance committee, and Senator Cul- 
berson, the minority leader, analyzing 
the tariff bill as it was reported to 
the senate and comparing it, so far 
as increases and reductions are con- 
cerned with the Dingley law. 

Senator Culberson figured the de- 
creases to be 356, the increases 316, 
and the number of articles on which 
the duties are unchanged to be 1,271. 
Mr. Aldrich made the reductions 379. 
but furnished a6 figures as to the 
number of increases made... He ex- 
pressed surprise at the number of in- 
creases announced by Mr. Culberson 
and declared that the statement must 
have been prepared by a very “won- 
derful man.” 


Culberson Retorts. 

Mr. Culberson retorted that they were 
prepared by an expert from the treas- 
ury department, who is thoroughly 
competent. 

The principal schedules on which 
there have been increases, according to 
Mr. Aldrich’s summary of the higher 
duties of the senate bill, are agricul- 
tural products and the various luxur- 
les. Mr. Aldrich contending that the 
increases in the chemical schedule, 
which are largely on toilet prepara- 
tions, were made for revenue pur- 
poses, 

Mr. Aldrich claimed that the re- 
drafting of the cotton schedule was 
for the purpose of obtaining a more 
symmetrical classification of cotton 
yarns and the substitutes of specific 
for ad alorem rates on certain classes 
of cotton cloth. The latter, he said, 
are the equivalent of the average rates 
imposed by the existing law. 

For Adoption of Amendments. 


The reading of the tariff bill for the 
adoption of amendments passed over 
when the measure was first read. was 
resumed today, having been displaced 
sinte April 23, by speeches of senators 
who have discussed the tariff measures. 

On motion of Senator Aldrich. the 
duty on blue vitriol, or sulphate of cop- 
per, was reduced from one-half to one- 
quarter of | per cént per pound. 

The proposed increase of the duty on 
celluloid to the Dingley rate of 65 cents 
a pound and 25 per cent ad valorem, 
instead of 50 cents and 20 per cent, as 
fixed in the house bill, callea out dem- 
ocratic objection, and there followed a 
long discussion on the lowen ¢evel of 
Japanese labor, which produces most of 
the competition for the American ce}]- 
luloid, the higher duties being retained. 

Amendments on lead ore and lead 
products, from which paint is manu- 
factured, called forth a storm of criti- 
cism. Senator Bristow moved that the 
house provision, or 2 7-8 cents per 
pound, instead of 3 3-8 cents per pound 
on orange mineral, as proposed by the 
committee, be retained in the bill, this 
being the first of the committee's se- 
ries of increases relating to lead that 
was reached. 


It Hits the Farmers. 

Mr. Bristow declared that this rate 
meant an increase on all the paint used 
by farmers, and on that statement he 
was joined by Mr. Neison. 

Mr. Aldrich replied that the increase 
only made the duty the same as that 
provided in the Dingley law. 

Mr. Burkett said that such an expla- 
nation was not satisfying to senators. 
“The Dingléey iaw may have been al! 
right for the day in which it was made, ’ 
he said, “but now we are making an- 
other bill, the reason for which is found 
in the changed conditions. Hence, Il 
want to know more of the reasons for 
this change.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich replied that the duty 
amounted to about 75 ar 100 per cent 
ad valorem, and added that it had al- 
ways been the policy of congress to 
protect the lead industry, which was the 
leading industry of some siates. 

The regular order being called for, on 
a demand by Mr. Bristow for an aye or 
no vote, the roll call was begun. Mr. 
Heyburn attempted to take the floor, 
and the chair ruled that it was too late 
to interrupt the call. 

Heyburn Makes a Threat. 

A murmur of protest was heard in 
various parts of the chamber, Mr. Hey- 
burn angrily announcing: 

“If we start in that spirit, there will 
be trouble.” 7 

Mr. Warner, of Missouri, rose, saying 
that about one-third of the lead produc- 
tion was in hig state, and ~ protested 
against lowering the rate. 

The vote on orange mineral was re- 
}warded as a test vote on all the amend- 
ments, bringing the duties on lead ore 
and its products up to the rates of the 
Dingley bill, and» the rate proposed by 
the committee, of 3 3-8c per poynd, in-| 
stead of the house. rate of 2 7-8c per 
pound, was agreed to—4!i to 35. 

When the duty on white lead was 
reached, Mr. Bristow renewed his ob- 
jection to the increase. 

“The men who want this increase | 
are here,” declared Mr. Bristow with) 
great animation, “but the man who. 
pays the bill is at home. and that is) 
why I voted against these increases.” 


' Senator Crawford (8. D..) delivered
